LONDON, Dec. 15.—Sir Edgar Speyer 
has been stripped of his Privy Council- 
orship and deprived of his certificate of 
British naturalization on the grounds of 
disloyalty. Announcement to.this effect 
is contained in the Official Gazette to- 
night. 

The Gazette publishes a statement by 


the Home Secretary, Edward Shortt, 
who says in it that he is satisfied as a 


result of the inquiry conducted by the! 
[Revoca-! 
tion] Commiitee, that Sir Edgar Speyer 
‘has shown himself by act ana speech 
to be disaffected and dlsloyal to his 
Jajesty and has, during the war in 
which his Majesty was engaged, unlaw- 
fully communicated with the subjects of 
an enemy State and associated with a 
business which was to his knowledge 
carried on in such a manner as to assist 
| the enemy in such war.”’ 

The Home Secretary therefore directs 
that:-the . certificate of naturalization 
granted to Speyer on Feb. 29, 1892, be 
revoked and he orders it be given up 
and canceled. The Home Secretary fur- 
ther directs ‘‘ that Leonora Speyer, wife 
of said Sir Edgar Speyer, and Pameta 
Speyer, Leonora, Speyer and Vivien Clare 
} Speyer, the minor children of said Sir 
Edgar Speyer, shall cease to be British | 
subjects.’’ 

A note appended to the Home 
tary’s statement says: 

“This finding does not involve any re- | 
flection upon any partner in the firm of | 
Speyer Brothers, London, other than Sir | 
Edgar Speyer. This day, Dec. 13, it is | 
ordered by his Majesty in Council that 
the name of Sir Edgar Speyer, Baronet, 
be struck out of the list of his Majesty's 
most honorable Privy Council.’’

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—No concrete 
progress was made today by the Chines- 
and Japanese delegates engaged in ‘* di- 
rect conversations’ om Shantung and 
the railroad. The question of valuation 
of the railroad formed the subject of 
debate, but no agreement was reached 
as to how the value of the system should 
be assessed. 

While no appreciable advance was 
made today, both sides are still hopeful 
of final adjustment. Japan has agreed 
to consider a proposal for the sale of 
the railway, but as yet has not accepted 
the proposal in detail. Japan is ques- 
tioning China as to how and by whom 
it is proposed the valuation of the rail- 
road shall be assessed. Another ques- 
tion asxed of China is how the pay- 
ments are to be maue and what guaran- 
tee is to be given for their payment. 

Examination oi the deta.is probably 
will occupy the attention of the dele- 
gates for the next few days. The infor-

2. That these treaties and agreements 
are invalia because they never have 
been ratified and further because the 
Chinese provisional examination requires 
approval of such conventions by the na- 
tional constituent assembly, and tne ap- 


proval of this boay has never been 
given. 
3. That if these treaties and agree- 


ments should be recognized, they would 
materially limit Chinas sovereignty and 
territorial] integrity and would nullify 
the principles subscribed to by the pow- 
ers represented in the Washington con- 
ference and which are defined in the 
Root resolutions adopted by the confer- 
ence. 


China's Attitude Explained. 


A Chinese authority, discussing 
China’s ciaims in respect of the twenty- 
one demands, outlined the situation as 
follows: 

Originally, the Port Arthur and Dairen 
lease, granted in 1899, was for a period 
of twenty-five years and would, under 
that limitation. expire in 1924. 


the World War, Japan suddenly present- 
ed her twenty-one demands, and one of 
them dealt with the Japanese ambitions 
in South Manchuria and Eastern Inner 
Mongolia. Under duress, China was 
forcedi to agree to an extension of the 
1ease of the Liaoting Peninsula, in 
which Port Arthur and Dairen are situ- 
ated for ninety-nine years. 

Therefore, if all the leaseholds now in 
the hands of Great Britain, France and 
Japan are to be discussed by the confer- 
ence, that necessarily means that the 
twenty-one demands will be involved, 
because Japan, in order to justify her 
position in South Manchuria, would nat- 
urally fall back upon the treaty and 
agreements of 1915, whose legitimacy 
and legality China. challenges. 

It is China's contention that inasmuch 
as the treaties and agreements of 1915 
resulted from the twenty-one demands 
and that those demands were assented 
to only after Japan had served an ulti- 
matum on China, threatening the use of 
force unless China should assent, the 
compacts did not and do not represent 
the will of the Government or of the 
nation, and lacking China’s free action, 
are invalid. 

Moreover, the provisional constitution 
of the Chinese Republi: specifically 
states that no treaty will be binding 
upon the HRepublic unless it shall have 
been sanctioned by the constituent par- 
liament. The treaties and agreements of 
1915 never have been ratified, nor have 
they ever been submitted to the repre- 
sentative body of the people. 





Japan Worried Over Security. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (Associated 
Press).—Some difficulties are believed to 
have been encountered today at the con- 
ference between the Chinese and Jap- 
anese delegates concerning the quest'on 
of restoration to China of the Klan-Chau- 
Tsinan Railway. The Ch.nese del. gates 
left the conference room in an apparent 


attitude of dejection, one of them say- 
ing, ‘‘ We did not make the progress w: 
snould have and do not understand the 
Japanese position."’ 

It is believed that the crux of the 
difficulty encountered revolves about the 
question of security that China would b 
able to give in carrying out her offer to 
purchase the railway and its adjacent 
mines. _ Japan's position is said to b 
that shé is ready to listen to any plan 
of Chinese payment, but is particularly 
anxious to determine .the kind of se- 
curity China would be willing to propose. 
; There have been indications that Japan 
might not be satisfied with an issue of 
bonds by China unless there was some 
definite guarantee behind the bonds, as 
for instance a security based upon th: 
future profits of the railway, or somé 
other furm of Chinese r. venue. 

It is pointed out that the valuation of 
the railroad and mines made during the 
Paris Peace Conference was about the 
equivalent of $15,000,000 gold. According 
to the Japanese viewpoint, this does not 
include expenditures by Japan in the 
way of improvements, like rolling stock 
for the railway and equipment for the 
coal mines. It is said that Japan is 
ready to accept any fair appraisal of the 
value of the whole property, and a 
Japanese spokesman said that any ex- 
enditure which has proved valuel ss to 
he development of the property should 
not be counted, because it should be re- 
garded as waste. 

It was believed tonight that if the 
difficulty over the method of repurchase 
and its connection with China’s financial 
position could be overcome, Japan would 
not insist on her original proposal for 
a joint Sino-Japanese management of 
the railroad. 

Vice Foreign Minister Hanihara, one 
of the delegates, said tonight that the 
Japanesé did not understand the Chinese 
counterproposal of outright repurchase, 
and that the Japanese were trying to 
fet more light on that question. He

TROOPS TO LEAVE CAMP DIX. 


Transfer of First Division to Camp 
Meade Is Ordered. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Transfer of 
the First Division from Camp Dix, N. 
J., to Camp Meade, Md., to be com- 
pleted by April 15 next year, was an- 
nounced today at the War Department. 

In addition to the pergonnel of the 
First Division, Salvage Unit No. 1, 
Clothing and Bath Unit No. 1 and Sales 
Commissary Unit No. 1 will be trans- 
ferred from the New Jersey cantonment 
to that in’ Maryland. All troops in- 
volved in the movement will march, in- 
suff.cient funds for railway transporta- 
tion being given as the reason for this 
order. 

The buildings at Camp Dix, the de- 
partment said, are rapidly deteriorating. 
The water supply is unsatisfactory, ter- 
minal facilities are inadequate, and its 
retention as the home of the First Di- 
vision would necessitate a large expen- 
diture of money in the immediate fu- 
ture, while the facilities at Camp Meade 
are in much better condition. — 

Camp Dix will be retained in part, as 
the training centre of the Second Corps 
Area, and in this capacity will give 
station to about 2,500 men.

‘“‘If the employers attempt to crush 
this strike by force they will jeopardize 
the health of the entire city. Any at- 
tempt to do so will meet with the united 
opposition of the public authorities and 
the people to whom they are responsible. 
The only way it can be settled ‘s by the 
peaceable method of collective bargain- 
ing. This is what the public and the 
union demand.

RATE-MAKING POWERS 
Alfred P. Thom Urges Ciewieel 


Not to Turn Anthority Back 
to the States.

| WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Appearing 
today in opposition to pending bills that 
woulj repeal the so-called rate-making 
section of the Transportation act and 


s0 amend the statute as to prevent the 
Interstate Commerce Commission from 
exercising any jurisdiction over State 
rates found to be discriminatory against 
interstate commerce, Alfred P. Thom, 
general counsel of the Association of 
Railway Executives, urged the Senate 
Interstate Commerce Committee not to 
emasculate the act by taking away the 
power given by Congress for the pro- 
tection of interstate commerce. 

Contentions by opponents of the act 
that sections providing for a return of 
5% per cent., “‘ or as near as may be,”’ on 
the value of the property used for trans- 
portation purposes means as near that 
percentage as the States may permit 
were characterized by Mr. Thom as an 
attempt ‘‘to attribute to Congress not 
only a weak but a ludicrous conception 
of what Congress was doing with this 
problem.”’ 

“It is an abandonment of the whole 
purpose of the act,’ said Mr. Thom. 
“Tt is a belittling of the great effort 
you have made to deal with the trans- 
portation situation as a national ques- 
tion. It is to say to the States that they 
are to be the arbiters of this situation. 
Everybody know; what ‘as near as may 
be’ means. It was to indicate that the 
Interstate Commerce Commission was to 
aim at that standard and attain it as 
nearly as possible, 

‘* So far as the carriers are concerned, 
there is no contention that the Congress 
intended to confer on the Interstate 
Commerce Commission power to fix 
State rates initially as an original 
power. The only power the commission 
has in this particular is to prevent the 
Stuies from unjustly discriminating 
against interstate commerce.”’ j 


GOMPERS CRITICISES

Condemning Suppression of Labor 
_ Board Edict, He Calls Court 
Injunctions Intolerable.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Abuse by 


the American courts of their own power 
will ultimately destroy public confi- 


dence in their integrity, Samuel Gom- 
pers, President of the American Fed- 
leration of’ Labor, declared in a state-

court action prohibiting publication of a 
Railroad Labor Board decision, he de- 
elared that ‘‘injunctions in labor dis- 
putes are becoming intolerable.”’ 

The Pennsylvania Railroad, Mr: Gom- 
pers continued, obtained from the courts 
a ‘piece of paper which not only. stops 
an award by, the Railroad Labor Board, 
but prevents its publication. No more 
outrageous proceeding has been record- 
ed than this. A Government institution 
is prevented from publishing a decision 
which a railroad does not like. 

“The fact that a court can stop the 
publishing of a decision reached by any 
Government agency is repugnant to 
every ideal of demiscracy. The effect 
of the injunction is to prohibit the peo- 
ple from reading the decision of a Gov- 
ernment agency, and the principle is 
the same as it would be if the courts 
were to forbid the people from reading

Under the new rules numerous changes 
are made, The number of hours’ work 
per day may be reduced by mutual 
jagreement to avoid reducing forces.

RAIL UNION CHIEFS 
OUTLINE WAGE FIGHT 


Leaders Instruct Engineers’ and 
Firemen’s Committees on Pro- 
gram for Conference. 


All general committees of adjustment, 
general grievance committees, general 
Chairmen and other officers of the En- 
gineers and Firemen’s Brotherhoods 
have received detailed instructions from 
the heads of the o-ganizations prescrib- 


ing the procedure that should he fol- 
lowed in the conferences that are to 
begin Jan. 16 with the railroad execu- 
tives on adjustments of wages and rules 
and working conditions. The main points 
in the letters, which are signed by W. 
S. Stone, Grand Chief of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, and W.

‘‘We recmmend that the committees 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive mur- 
gineers and Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen and Engineers, through their 
general Chairmen and Executive Com- 
mitees, handle all matters jointly. 

‘* Where railroads have notified gen- 
eral committees of a desire to change 
existing rules and working condttiona,, 
the general Chairmen and their Execu- 
tive Committees should confer wtth their 
management on same, agreeing with 
them on as many of the present riweés 
and working conditions as possibf, and 
referring jointly to the United States 
Rallroad Labor Board only such of the 
present rules and working conditions as 
you fail to agree upon. 

‘*In every instance where the general 
Chairmen and Executive Committees are 
called in by the railroads to discuss 
changes in rules, should the company 
propose any change in rules that mean 
a reduction in wages or submit a re- 
quest for a further decredse in wages, 
you are at once to file a counter propo- 
sition, requesting the payment of ecx- 
penses away from home, and we’ recom- 
mend that this request should be for 
50 cents a meal and 50 cents for lodging 
for all such expense incurred away from 
home. You will also present a request 
for two firemen on all locomotives 
weighing 200,000 pounds or more on 
drivers when such locomotives are not

Dr. Strauss Conducts Again. 


A second concert with the Philadel- 
phia Orchestra was given by Dr. Rich- 
ard Strauss in the Metropolitan Opera | 
House last evening, devoted entirely “A 
his own compositions. His sym- | 
phonic poems, “ Miacbeth”’® and “ Don | 
Quixote,”’ and the orchestral suite from | 
“Der Blirger als Edelmann’ were 
played. The audience was large, and | 
the applause long, frequent and | 
emphatic. : 

The music fs all known here from pre- | 
vious performance; the suite was first 
played in New York last season by the 
Philharmonic Society. The ‘* Macbeth” 
ig the least familiar. It is one of 
Strauss's earliest attempts at the sym- 
phonic poem, and was composed after | 
“Aus Italien’ and before ‘‘ Don 
fan,” though it bears an earlier opus 
number than this latter. He had not 


fuund what he cvusiders the way 
express all sorts of details in music | 
and tell ali the incidents of a stoiy. | 
There is no ‘‘ program for ‘* Mac- | 
Beto"; only an indication of @ “ Mac- | 
and a “Lady Macbeth | 
is ‘all psychology and 
mo action ’. the industrious analysts 
have found in it only the suggestion of | 
Macbeth’s ambiiious pride, his irresolu- 
tion, his love for Lady Macbeth. 

But it seems today that the young 
Strauss who wrote this piece had not 
found himself musically sufficiently to 
@xpress all this recond.te psychology in, 
music. He labors valiantly and long, | 
but the labor seems to burden the mu-| 
sic. Gloomy and darkly colored thse 
geore is; but power and intensity are 
not in the music. It lays hold but feebly | 
upon the imagination; it is dull. There 
seemed last — to be very good reason | 
why ‘‘ Macbeth’ has been so seldom 
played in orchestral concerts. 

In Don Quixote,’ a vast “ theme 
with variations,’’ the composer is in the 
fullnes; of his vein as a siory teller. It 
{is perhaps the greatest triumph of the 
anecdotic in music, of realistic pictur- 
ins.worthy in sume of the variations to 
be ranked high along with the tank 
drama and other such vivid manifesta- 
tions of art. Yet in ‘' Don Quixote” 
there is also a greater specifically mu- 
gica) power than in ‘‘ Macbeth,’ as well 
as the obviously enormously greater 
technical skill in the handling of the 
archestra. Some of the themes are sing- 
ing in their musical quality; a few of] 
the variutions have musical beauty and 

tical character. 
wut the piece on the whole can be 
Ustened to only as a Chinese puzzle, 
with both eyes and an anxious mind on} 
the printed page to fit the numbers of | 
the variations properly with the num- | 
bered paragraphs of the program. Th 
vast and complicated orchestral struc: | 
ture is very feeble in its underpinnings | 
and cannot stand alone.

Dr. Strauss did not have to stop in the 
middle of it, as he did when he played 
it here on his previous visit. 

The ‘cello obligato was played with 
much skill by SJuchel Penha, first cel- 
list of the orchestra, and the perform- 
ance as a whole was enthusiastically 
applauded, Dr. Strauss being several 
times recalled. 

For the suite from ‘‘ Der Biirger als 
Edelmann,’’ a smai!l orche:® a—hardly 
more than a third of the whole bend—is 
used. Some of the effect of the delicate 
acoring of delicate musical ideas was} 
lost in the large spaces of the Metro- 
politan: but the ingenuities, the grace 
and engaging melodiousness, the bril- 
lHancy and dexterity of the nine num- 
bers gave much pleasure to the audience. 
There is an echo of the sheep in ‘* Don 
Quixote ’’ in the serving of the mutton 
at the dinner table, and some may hve 
thought it a little too much to enduye 
the torment of the brass instruments | 
twice in one evening. 


Italian Chamber Music Players. 


Three Italian artists now sojourning 
in New York united their forces in a 
ghamber concert yesterday afternoon in| 
Aeolian Hall—Alfredo Casella, who ap- 
peared as a pianist; Arrigo Serato, vio- 
Mnist, and Arturo Bonuccl, ‘cellist. They 
played a sonata by Rachmaninoff, Op. 
19, for ‘cello and piano, César Franck’s 
sonata for piano and violin and 
Brahms’s Trio in C. Mr. Serato has 
deen in this country for several years, 
Mr. Bonucci for a short time; but they 
have been heard here, as has Mr. 
Casella in his capacity as a pianist. 

Rachmaninoff’s sonata for ‘cello and | 
plano is not well known to New York 


chamber music lovers, nor does It 
geem likely to be. It bears evidence of | 
having been written in some of the com- 
poser’s less inspired hours. Mr. Bonuc- 
ci’s playing of it, with rather a small 
and not particularly warm tone, was 
not inspiring, and perhaps did not do all 
the justice to the sonata that might 
be done. Mr. Serato’s tone was also | 
rather small in César Franck’sfsonata 
and not very fine in quality: but he is 
a maturer artist and played with more 
authority and with intense seriousness, | 
giving many glimpses of the rare beauty | 
of the work.

The recent visit of Anthony de Roths- 
child, leading English banker, first to 
Berlins and then to New York, called 
forth a great deal of comment, although 
Mr. Rothschild denied that he was en- 
gaged in floating such a loan.

‘extend financial help to Germany.

The purchase offer today came from 
Conrad W. Crooker, who said he rep- 
resented 27,000 minority stockholders of 
the Boston & Maine. Asserting that 
these stockholders believed the decree 
should be carried oft “in the interest 
of law and order,” he said that if the 
Department of Justice would stay its 
hands in announcing Its decision as to

Heady to Present Offer. 


This offer, Mr. Crooker said, would be 
presented within sixty days to the De- 
partment of Justice and to the Trustee 
appointed as a result of the decree. 

“Jf that situation can be brought 
about,” said Mr. Crooker, ‘“‘the New 
Haven will be vastly benefitted. The 
offer comes from responsible New Eng- 
land people.’’

Proposes Grouping New England Roads. 


GroupIing of the New England railroads 
as @ unit, control of which would remain 
entirely in this section, was suggested 
today at a public hearing before the 
joint New England Commission on Do- 


rmestic and Foreign Commerce, as a plan 
for consolidating the roads under the 
Transportation act of 1920. 

The proposal, drafted by George L. 
Crooker of Providence, R. I., a Vice 
President of the commission, was pre- 
sented by Edward C. Southwick of 
Providence. 

“The New England railroads should 
be grouped to form one corporation,” 
said Mr. Southwick, ‘ with securities 
igsued upon their physicial valuation in 
a manner acceptable to the financiers, A 
part of tnese necurities could be ex- 
changed for corresponding securities of 
the major trunk lines upon terms that 
would be equitable and satisfactory.” 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Thousands 
of New England stockholders in the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford and 
the Boston & Maine Railroads ‘‘ are now 
dependent on charity,’’ Pagop Bogigian 
of Boston declared today before the 
Senate Interstate Commerce Committee, 
which is conducting hearings on 
changes in the Transportation act pro- 
posed by the Capper bill. 

An organization of accountants and 
examiners under the Federal Govern- 
ment, to occupy the same relation to the 
railroads as national examiners to na- 
tional banks, was urged as a solution 
of what the witness asserted were ‘‘pres+ 
ent abuses.’’

SILENT ON WOOLEN REPORT. 


American Company Noncommittal’ 
on Reported Products Dissolution. 


. Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Dee. 13.~The office of 
President Wood of the American 
Company this afternoon refused to af- 
firm or deny a report that the Amerl- 
can Woolen Products Company was to 
be dissolved. The Boston News Bureau 
today says:. 

“The Directors of the American 
Woolen Company have decided to order 
the dissolution of the American Woclen 
Products Company, which was formed in 
March, 1917. This step had been vir- 
tually foreshadowed by the decision to: 
convert the Shawsheen warehouse at 
Andover, devoted to the export trade, 
into a manufacturing unit. 

“The American Woolen Products 
Company was formed during the war 
to afford a targer outlet for the com- 
pany'’s mills and thus incidentally per- 
mit of lower prices for the benefit of 
the domestic trade. The Products Com- 
pany did a po. business in 1917, 
1918 and 1919. For the last.two years, 
however, it has become _ increasingly 
clear that it is impossible for American 
mills to compete — foreign with 
the latter’s tremendous advantages in 
the shape of cheap iabor and lower, 
non-dutlable wool. Consideration was 
given to the plan of merchandising for- 
eign-made goods in foreign markets, but 
despite the attractive possibllities of this 
proposition, it was finally decided to 
concentrate al] energies upon home man- 
ufacturing and merchandising. 

*‘The company has gee the pur- 
chase of the Norwich, inchester and 
Yantic Woolen Mills. The addition of 
these three mills, which will probably 
be operated as a single unit, makes a 
total of fifty-nine mills operated by the 
American Woolen Company system.’ 


BANK GETS PARIS BRANCH. 


National City Takes Over Farmers 
Loan & Trust Office. 


Joint announcement was made yester- 
day by Charles Mitchell, President of 
the National City Bank, and James H. 
Perkins, President of the Farmers Loan 
and Trust Company, that arrangements 
have been concluded for the acquisition 
by the National City Bank of the Paris 
Branch of the Farmers Loan & Trust 
Company. 

The transfer will be made as of Jan. 
1, 1922, and will add an important link 
in the foreign chain of the National Cfty 
Bank. The Paris branch of the Farmers 
Loan & Trust Company has been used 
extensively in the past by the City Bank 
in its foreign transactions. 

A. Paris branch will round out the for- 
eign chain of branches of the National 
City Bank, now located in twenty-two 
different countries. Officials of the 
Farmers ‘Loan & Trust Company said 
that they felt that the amount of strictly 
¥ranco-American business for the next 
few years would not ovens their con- 
tinuance of a direct branch in Paris. 
Mr. Mitchell also announced the closing 
of the Plaza, once sub-branch of the 
National City Bank at Buenos Aires, 
stating that the activities of that sub- 
branch would be merged with the main 
branch in the business centre of Buenos 
Aires.

COTTON PRICES DIP, 
BUT RECOVER LOSS 


Large Yield Causes Temporary 
Setback—Trading Heavy 
Ali Day. 


The large yield reported by the de- 
partment caused general selling of cot- 
ton yesterday. Prices declined 40 points 
during the morning, but encountered 
trade and covering demand that brought 
about recovery of: the entire loss. Al- 
though receiving a temporary siiock the 
market showed decided resistance 
around 17 cents. There is a tendency 
to regard conditions, domestic and for- 
eign, from a more optimistic viewpoint. 
The South still has about 6,000,000 bales 
to market, but holders are not disposed 
to press cotton on a decline, a decided 
factor in pricemaking. Trading was 


heavy throughout the day, with final 
prices at a decline of 5 to an advance 
of 19 points. 

Interest during the morning. centred 
in the response of the cotton trade to 
Monday’s report. After the first effect 
of unexpectedly large figures, greater 
importance was attached to the attitude 
of consumers at home and abroad. Liv- 
erpool indicated that recent buying there 
had not resulted in a long interest suf- 
ficient to prove menacing. Instead of 
breaking, prices abroad advanced about 
20 American points. This helped to re- 
lieve the New York market taking 
care of over-night selling orders ex- 
ecuted at the opening. First prices on 
near positions were 10 points lower, and 
when the call reached duly, that month 
opened up 4 points. Arbitrage houses 
bought July and October, creating a 
demand for other positions, March re- 
covered above 17% cents, May selling 
back to 17.10. Trade buying orders 
were in the market around 17 cents, 
and operators who carried cotton over 
the report found demand to permit 
liquidation. 

As the morning wore on, importance 
of the revelations made in the supple- 
mentary report from Washington began 
to have their effect. In view of all the 
conditions last Spring, the statement by 
the department that many plantars ac- 
tually increased acreage came as a dis- 
tinct shock. With a combined crop and 
carry-over of from 17,500,000 to 18,000,- 
000 bales, the supply is so abundant as 
to make the’1922 planting loom a factor 
of decided importance. The effect of 
these revelations was so disturbing that 
many interests threw over cotton bought 
the last ten days, causing pressure that 


finally influenced the market. All orders | 


around 17 cents were filled, and a break 
through that figure came before mid- 


ing in all positions, so frequent rallies 
regulted. 3 

Pressure carried prices downward un- 
til new low records for the last few 
weeks were established» January de- 
clined below the low prices of Monday 
end then below the low point of Dec. 2. 
Around midday, after touching 16.80, a 
reaction came. Covering of cotton sold 
at higher levels, together with a steady 
demand from trade sources, absorbed 
contracts. 
its trend and ability to market slowly 
on a declining price, operators were 
cautious about attacking the list after 
a break of a cent and a quarter in 24 
hours. Reports from dry goods quarters 
indicated moderate supplies of many 


lines, with improved demand whenever |! 


prices were shaded to attract business. 
Active’ covering got under way the 
last hour. Constant buying of contracts 
for trade and arbitrage accounts dis- 
closed, an oversold technical position. 
Room operators were compelled to bid 
up prices to obtain cotton already sold, 
and decided strength came toward the 
close. Demand enabled July to recover 
all early loss without attracting a sup- 
ply of contracts. Closing orders ran 
July to 16.78, or more than 20 points 
above Monday's close. January and 
March advanced, until 
points from the low prices resulted. 
With the exception of December, all 
positions made a slight gain for the day.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—An incorrect 
estimate of the shortage of goods was 
the cause for the reaction from the ab- 
normal high prices just after the armis- 
tice to the present downward trend, 
Governor Harding of the Federal Re- 
serve Board said in »n adress before 
the Washington Chamber of Commerce 
today, : 

“It is my sober conviction that basic 
financial conditions of this country are 
very much better than they were 
twelve months ago,’’ Governor Harding 
said. ‘‘ Business has passed through 
the primary stage, the acute period of 
reaction, but we have not yet reached 
pormalcy, for the readjustment has not 
been uniform and there is not yet estab- 
lished a natural and equitable basis for 


the exchange of goods, or of goods for 
service, 

‘For example, farm products in many 
cases are now below the pre-war levels 
and in some instances below the cost 
of production. Manufacturers and mer- 
chants are vitally interested in condi- 
tions in the agricultural sections. Until 
the purchasing power of the farmer im- 
proves It will, of course, be idle to look 
for any rapid or substantial improve- 
ment in domestic trade. I thinx, how- 
ever, that the outlook for the farmers is 
more hopeful, 


Influence of Conference Felt. 


‘* Much depends also upon the results 
of the Conference on Limitation of 
Armament. If the program submitted 


by the Secretary of State is adopted it 
will have a profound effect upon the 
finances of the world. In fact, the pro- 


| ceedings of the conference up to this 


time, and the proposed treaty ‘between 
the four great powers which control the 
Pacific, are accepted as harbingers of 
peace and have had already a stabilizing 
effect.

ALIENS’ PROPERTY 


Approves Plan to Recover 
Claims for Citizens’ Losses 
Through Enemies. 


HUGE BILLAGAINST GERMANY 


Americans Are Seeking $415,000,- 
000 Damages—Biggest Items Are 
for Lusitania Clatms. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Approval of 
the allied plan to sequester and liqui- 
date the German and Austro-Hungarian 
property now held by the allied coun- 
tries and to apply the proceeds to the 
claims held by thetr citizens against 
the former enemy countries was given 
today by Thomas W. Miller, the Alien 
Property Custodian, when he appeared 
before the House Committee on Appro- 
priations. Mr. Miller said he did not 
believe that the property of the Central 
Empires should be returned without con- 
ditions. 

“Section 6 of the peace resolution, ap- 
proved July 2, 1921," he said, ‘‘ provides 
unequivocally that all property in this 
country belonging to former enemies 
and sequestered under the Trading with 
the Enemy act be held until suitable 
provision has been made for the satis- 
faction of all claims ugainst the former 
enemy Governments, and it will, there- 
fore, be necessary to work out some 
system to carry out this plan. 

“It is important that some provision 


be made, so that the poorer classes in 
Germany whose property has been 
sequestered may have it restored to 
them with the least possible delay and 
expense to the ultimate beneficiary. At 
the same time, it {is pertinent to sug- 
gest that those Americans whose cash 
is still retained by the German custo- 
dian be protected, so that they will not 
be forged at the present time to. accept 
the return of their cash, when in reality 
their property was taken over at the 
pre-war rate of exchange. 

“The property administered under the 
Trading with the Enemy act consists of 
some 33,000 trusts scattered from the 
Philippines and Hawali to the coast of 
New England, and consists of industrial 
plants, such as chemical and woolen 
mills, minority interests In railroads, 
sieamship iines, bunxs, land and cactie 
companies, salmon factories and gold, 
silver and other precious mines of metai 
and miscellaneous industrial plants. In 
addition to this, there are thousands of 
parcels of real estate, which in itself 
would make a very healthy business for 
a dozen trust companies. In addition 
there are thousands of patents and copy- 
rights seized by the Alien Property 
Custodian. 

“Since the inauguration of the present 
Administration all of this property has 
been administered with a view of pre- 
paring it for such disposition as Con- 
gress might authorize after the proper 
treaty is negotiated between Germany, 
Austria and Huugary. ‘she corporaiion 
management division of the Custodian’s 
office is in itself a bureau having the 
supervision over active corporations 
such as is seldom gathered together in 
one corporation.” 

According to figures compiled by the 
State Department, the claims against 
Germany and her nationals by this 
country reach about $415,000,000, chief 
of these being claims resulting from 
the sinking of the Lusitania.

Proposed to Refine 500,000 Tons 
Here for Export. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 13.—A measure 
has been prepared for introduction in 
Congress with Administration approval, 
to permit the refinement of 500,000 tons 
of Cuban sugar in bond in United States 
refineries for shipment to export with- 
out payment of tariff duties. 

The method has been decided upon by 
Administration advisers as the most ef- 
fective for giving some measure of im- 
mediate relief to the sugar industry, 
which is considered to be threatened by 
a surplus above consumption for the 
next year ranging around 1,500,000 tons. 

Existing laws allow certain "qualified 
refineries to import sugar under bond 
for refinement and sale to exporters, 
but special 
permission is required and the amount 
is limited. It is the hope that by re- 
lieving the restrictions and allowing the 
import of a large quantity, American 
refineries will be enabled to find mar- 
kets hitherto not developed for sugar 
grown in the Western continental area 
and thus take up at least a portion of 
the surplus.

which, since the enumeration, has been 
neutralized in large measure by a re- 
verse movement, and that this shifting 
of the population affected the totals for 
certain States, thus influencing tke ap- 


JULY WHEAT ALONE 
HOLDS ITS MARKET 


Lack of Outside Support Brings 
New Depression to Grain 
Prices at Chicago.

CHICAGO, Dec. 13.—A feeling of 
gloom prevailed in grain circles through- 
out the day and became very od 
nounced after the close. Few could see 
any good on the buying side, despite the | 
bullish reports coming from man sec- | 
tions, and the old crop deliveries of | 
wheat closed 1% cents lower, while the 
July was off cent. The latter was 
sustained by a little buying induced by 
persistently circulated reports of drought 
damage from the Southwest and parts 
of Nebraska, and in two days has lost 
— % cent, while the May ts off 244 
cents. 

The outstanding feature in all mar- 
kets was the absence of speculative trad- 
ing, anJ this dominated the action of the 
local element, who generally were on the 
bear side, even though a great many of 
them are bullish at heart and look for 
higher prices ultimately. 

At the present time, however, there is 
over 100,000,000 bushels of wheat in the! 
domestic and Canadian visible, including 
the amount afloat on the lakes; and, 
with the heavy hcdging sales, it is re- 
garded as almest impossible to bring | 
about a sustained advance at the pres- | 
ent time regardless of future develop- | 
ments.

RECORD GRAIN MOVEMENT. 


Season’s Receipts at Buffalo Nearly 
a Quarter Billlon Bushels. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Dec. 13 (Assoctlated 
Press).—Nearly a quarter of a billion 
bushels of grain have been received by 
lake and rail thus far thig season, tndi- 
cating a high record for ten years and 
one of the heaviest movements of grain 


| in the history of the port. . 


Every elevator on the waterfront fs 


full, and ‘fifty-four freightersgre moored 


in the outer harbor with 23,060,000 bush- 
els of grain in their holds. Some of the 
grain afloat will be moved on to the sea- 
board by rail before the harbor freezes, 
but much will be held aboard until 
Spring. 

Official tonnage figures for the year 
will not be available until navigation 
closes next week, but statistics available 
at the Corn Exchange and estimates by 
elevator owners and grain shippers tn- 
dicate that the quarter billion mark will 
be reached and possibly passed. 

Up to the present time 179,649,000 bush- 
els of grain—wheat, corn, oats, barley 
and rye—have been elevated from lake 
steamers; 23,000,000 are afloat in tho 
harbor; the rail movement is estimated 
at 35,000,000 bushels, and an additional] 
15,000,000 bushels are expected from up- 
per lake ports before the season closes, a 
total of 252,649,000 bushels.

Jewelry Trade Is More Active.

they have not booked large orders, they 
are understood to be satisfied with pros- 
pects. The prohibitive rates on the high- 
@r grade wools are described as likely 
to furnish more: than the usual amount 
ef com etition from foreign sources be- 
cause bringing in the same wool'as cloth 
er clothing does not involva a propor- 
tionate cost. Rising exchange will put 
up foreign prices, but it is pointed out 
that the manufacturers abroad will low- 
er their quotation to take care of any 
advance. :

Matrimonial Road Is Bumpy. 


More couples than usual are finding the 
matrimonial path full of bumps at the 
regent time, judging from the notices 

at local retail credit men are receiv- 
ing from husbands here relative to the 
accounts held by their wives. In some 
instances, these notices number as many 
as 65 to 70 a month. Quite a few of 
them are of the ‘“‘left my bed and board 
type,’’ notifying the stores that they 
will no longer be responsible for debts 
contracted by their wives. Others ad- 
vise credit men not to sell anything to 
their wivés on credit without written 
permission from the husband, while 
stli others specify the limits to which 
the husbands will consider themselves 
responsible. The failure of many women 
to understand the present business situ- 
ation and what it means to their hus- 
bands is thought to be the reason for 
most of the notices received.

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More Fabric Styles. 


'The suggestion put forward by a prom- 
inent garment manufacturer that the 
dress goods mills feature more styles 
seems to have met with a favorable 
sentiment. This manufacturer explained 
that only 50 per cent. of the normal 
amount of women’s ready-to-wear was 
being sold at present, and an {mportant 
reason for.this, he stated, was the lack 
of new fabric styles. Mill agents are 
prone to agree with this statement, but, 
at the same time, they show the diffi- 
culties to be met with in introducing 
Original patterns at the present time. 
While all buyers, they say, are inter- 
ested in noveities, there is more than the 
usual risk for the mills in spending 
money to produce them. They also feer 
that the public trend ts rather toward 
etaples, despite the high-Hghts of fash- 
fon which are to be noted in the finer 
gtades:of merchandise. Inquiry at the 
offices of the American Association of 
Woolen and Worsted Manufacturers dis- 
closed that all these suggestions will be 
placed before the Executive Committee 
a@t its next meeting for action.

One concern, for 
instance, recently disposed of 600 dozen 
of these, representing neckwear which 
would not pass strict inspection. The 
large demand for knitted ties has been 
due, In the opinion of manufacturers, to 
the long service they give and to the 
different patterns brocurable.
